PLAN INCLUDES 
S HOUR STOP HERE 


He Will Arrive in St. Louis at 
A. M. on Feb. 3 and 
Depart at 1 P. M. 


President Wilson will stop in St. Louis: 


and will be here from 8 4. m. to 1 p. m., 


Feb. 3, according to a telegram received 
today by the Business Men's League 
from Joseph Tumulty, the President's 
secretary. 

The telegram contained no details as 
to the President's program here, but it 
is believed he will make at teast one 
speech in St. Louts, as the Business 
Men's League had specifically invited 
him to stop over here and attend a 9 
o'clock breakfast, where he would have 
an opportunity to speak to 500 business 
men. 

President Wilson reecived the invita+ 
tion upon his return to the White House 
today from a two-days’ trip down the 
Potomac, and agreed to include St. 
Louis in his itinerary. 

Had Pianned Brief Stop, 

lt was originally planned that the 
President would arrive in St. Louis at 
7:30. a. m. and depart for Washington 
at 8a. m. The Business Men's League 
in a telegram to the President showed 
him he could spend the entire morning 
in St, Loula, leave here on a 1p. m. 
train and arrived in Washington only an 
hour later than if he departed at 8 a. m.

HOW U- BOAT ENTANGLED 
IN BRITISH NET, ESCAPED 


Naval: Lieutenant: Wenninger Relates Thrilling 
Experience He Had in Submarine Off 
East Coast of England. 


the hunters surrounding us. 

“For an hour and a half the netting 
carried us with it, and although I mgde 
every effort to get clear of it, that 
seemed impossible. There was ‘nothing 
to do but to increase the weight of the 
submarine as much as possible so that 
I might try to break the netting. For- 
tunately, when we started I had pumped 
in from five to six tons of water, filling 
all the tanks. I increased the weight of 
the boat to the utmost and suddenly we 
felt a shock and were clear of the net- 
ting. I then descended as deeply In the 
water as I could, the menometer show- 
ing 30 meters (about 9 feet). We re- 
mained under water for 18 rours. 

Receiving Instruments Broken. 

When I wanted to escertain where we 
were, I noticed that my compass was 
out of order. For a time I steered by 
the green color of the water, but at last 
I had to get rid of the ballast in order 
to ‘rise. I then discovered that the 
menometer continued to register the 
same depth and was also out of order. 
I had therefore to be very careful not 
to rise too high and thus attract the 
attention of the torpedo boats. Slowly 
the periscope rose above the surface 
and I could see the enemy in front of 
me, and towards the left the east coast 
of England. I tried to turn to star- 
board, but the rudder did not work. In 
consequence I. had to sink again to the 
bottom of the séa, where I remained for 
six hours, at the end of which time I 
had succeeded in putting the compass 
in order and also in repairing the steer- 
ing sear. 

“But upon rising this time, we were 
detected by a torpedo boat, which made 
straight for us, forcing me to descend 
again. I remained submerged for two 
hours, then turned slowly outward and 
at a distance of some 50 meters from 
the leading enemy craft passed towards 
the open sea. At ¥Y o’clock in the 
evening we were able to rise to the sur- 
face in safety.”’

Family Diamonds Lent to M. M. 
Friede by Daughter of Dr. 
D. F. Hochdoerfer. 


HAS WORKHOUSE RECORD 


Said to Have Pawned Girl’s 
Ring, Then to/Have Taken 
Others to Redeem It. 


A police search for Myron M. Friede, 
28 years old, who lived at 5315 Delmar 
boulevard, has revealed how he made 
away with jewels valued at $1975 he- 
longing to the family of Dr. Daniel F. 
Hochdoerfer, Coroner’s physician. Friede 
had been calling for nearly a year on 
Miss Catherine Hochdoerfer, the physi- 
cian’s daughter, 18 years old. 

The disappearance and consequent in- 
vestigation further revealed to the 
Hochdoerfer family that Friede was a 
paroled workhouse prisoner, having in 
1913 and 1914 served nine months of a 
year’s sentence for passing worthless 
checks. The police also have been in- 
formed that he ‘was sentenced to six 
months in the workhouse in San Fran- 
cisco on a similar charge and was pa- 


roled. 
Jewels Not Missed. 

Dr. Hochoderfer told the police that 
the jewels were taken at different times 
and that they were not missed for sev- 
eral weeks. 

He said his daughter told him that 
shortly before Christmas Friede told her 
he was going to New York and wanted 
to “make a flash.” 

At his suggestion, the daughter said, 
she loaned him her mother’s ring, con- 
taining 13 diamonds, and valued at $600. 
Friede returned about New Year’s and 
tuld her that in New York he had been 
in a game of some kind and had lost 
money, and that he had had to pawn 
the ring. 

He suggested that if he had her ring, 
,nlued at $125, he could get the other, 
and later could recover her ring. She 
gave it to him. 


Got Grandmother's Ring. 
She said that fe soon returnea with a 


on. her ring, but that 
grandmother's ring, valued at $350, he 
could get Hier mother’s ring. She gave 
him her gran@mother’s ring, but soon 
he returned, she said, and explained that 
he still did not ‘have enough. 

At his suggestion, she then let him 
have diamond earrings belonging to her 
grandmother, valued at $1000. She did 
not see him after this. A short while 
later the family discovered the loss of 
the jewels. 

Dr. Hochdoerfer told the police that a 
few days ago one of Friede’s friends 
tald members of the family that. Friede 
had eloped to Kansas City with a girl 
who worked in a department store. 

Dr. Hochdoerfer this morning refused 
to discuss the case with newspaper re- 
porters. 

Police records show that Friede, in 
November, 1913, was sentenced to one 
year in the workhouse for passing two 
worthless checks, one for $, drawn on 
the Grand Avenue Bank, and one for $16, 
drawn on the Franklin Bank. Both 
were passed on taxicab drivers in pay-

UN A ROYAL TRAIN 


Italians Honor Him ‘and Queen 
Welcomes Dejected Monarch 
at the Palace. 


PEACE PLAN CALLED RUSE 


Premier Asserts It Was to Gain 
Time; Army Supplies Said 
to Have Been Ignored. 


ROME, Jan. ‘4.—King- Nicholas of 
Montenegro, accompanied by his son. 
Prince Peter, and by three officers of 
his suite, arrived in Rome yesterday 
from Brindisi, in the royal train, which 
had been put at his disposal to empha- 
size the purpose of the Italian Govern- 
ment in wishing to do him honor. King 
Nicholas, who was dressed in the na- 
tional costume with black cap, white 
jacket and red sas! looked very worn, 
as a result of his hurried trip on horse- 
back_.from Rodgoritza to the sea and the 
subsequent passage and ~— trip from 
Brindisi. 

King Victor Emmanuel met the King 
of Montenegro at Ternini terminal sta- 
tion, where an immense crowd had gath- 
ered to applaud him. They proceeded 
in automobiles to the villa Savoia, where 
Queen Helena, daughter of King Nich- 
Olas, awaited him with her four chil- 
dren. 

The exiled monarch left Rome at 9 p. 
m. to join his wife and two daughters 
in Lyons. 

Peace Proposal Called a Ruse. 

Premier Miouchkovitch of Montene- 
who declared on his arrival at 
Brindisi that King Nicholas had pre- 
pared documents justifying the conduct 
of himself and nis Minister in regard té 
peace negotiations with Austria, is quot+ 
ed in a dispatch from Brindisi to the 
Stefani News Agency as saying that 
Montenegfo arranged a truce with Aus- 
tria as a ruse, to enable her to gain 
time. Such a step was necessary after 
the capture ‘of Mount ‘'Lovcen by the 
Austrians, the Premier is reported te

Lorillard, who has been in Servia for 
the United States Government to pro- 
tect the interest of Austrian prisoners 
of war held by the Servians. 

Bakeman and Strong have arrived at 
the American embassy, having iteft San 
Giovanni di Mende for Brindisi in one 
of the last vessels to depart from that 
abandoned Albanian town. Lorillard nas 
been in Rome for several days. 


Says Big Battles Were Myths, 
Views expressed by Bakeman anil 


Strong are that the so-called sanguinary 
Montenegrin battles have in reality nut 
been very heavy and that not 40 men 
had been wounded there in six months. 
The Montenegrin Government, they said, 
was in readiness to leave the country 
for Italy or Greece whenever the step 
became necessary. 

Lorillard did not deny the views of 
Bakeman and Strong, which also indi- 
eated that since the beginning of the 
war the Montenegrin Government had 
an Understanding with” the Austrians 
which made it unsafe for any attempts 
to be made at receiving succor from 
Italy or other entente allies. 

‘IT wish to say,” sald Lorillard, “‘tinat 
Italy has done fine work as far as siw 
was able in helping the Servians. Silic 
has kept her good faith in getting -foou 
and other supplies to the Serviars aia 
refugees.” 

Lorillard said the sanitary conditions 

of the Servian army were very dad. 
There were 100,000 men now scattered 
along the coast from Scutari to Duraz- 
zo. Typhus, cholera and smallpox were 
prevalent. and the roads were litterea 
with starving and dying men and 
horses. 
The Servians were tired out. They had 
been visited too much by charity com- 
missions and had received too much ad- 
vice and no help. Too many French 
English and Italian officers had visited 
them, but with no accompanying sol- 
Giers to give them real assistance. Food 
| was very scarce in Montenegro, but 
any help must come from Austria. Lor- 
illard said that he had no personal opin- 
ion to express in regard to the situa- 
tion and that his scheme merely re: 
fiected things he had seen or conversa- 
trons he had held.

Edward I. Mackey, a carpenter, @ 
years old, who shot and killed his 
wife in her home, 3922 Delmar boule- 


vard, last September, hanged himself in 
his ¢gell on the third floor of the new 
city jail sometime last night while his 
cellmate slept. Mackey was to have 
sone to trial this morning for the mur- 
der of his wife. 

Many note~ were written by the pris- 
ener before he committed suicide and 
these indicated he had been preparing 
for the act for several days. His body 
was discovered by a guard about 5:30 
o'clock this mofning. 

A rope made of strips torn from the 
sheet on his bed had been tied to the 
bars in the top of his cell, and the 
other end fastened around his neck. 
After stuffing bits of sheeting Into his 
mouth and ears he sat on the edge of his 
cot, and leaning half sidewise and half 
forward, with the weight of his upper 
body on the rope, strangled to death 
with his head about six inches from the 
cot. 

Mackey placed the notes he had writ-; 
ten in a well-thumbed prayer book. ne 
directed the prayer book be given to Nis 
sister, Mrs. Anna Gurwitz, 1832 Division 
street. Another instructed his daughter, 
Fermine, 16 years old, a stenographer, to 
repay an $80 loan “if she wished any 
happiness in life," and another asked 
that he be buried “‘without any rubber- 
necks hanging around.’ Another note 
contained best wishes for two fellow- 
prisoners awaiting trial for murder. | 

Shooting Accidental, He Writes. 

A lengthy note containe.! a defer.se for 
the shooting of his wife. lie said the 
shooting occurred accidentally when 
she grabbed the revolver which he was 
holding in an attempt to frighten her. 
He accused another man of breaking up 
hie home. He said he had no friends 
who would testify for him anc preferred 
death to further imprisonment. 

Mackey shot his wife four times in the 
breast on Sept. & his fifteenth wedding 
anniversary, and the day after she haJ 
sued him for divorce.

Suit Heard Was One Filed by a 
Stockholder of the Union 
Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 24.—The Supreme 
Court today upheld the constitutionality 
of the income tax taw. 

Chief Justice White announced the 
@ecision in the case of Frank R. Brush- 
@ber, stockholder of the Union Pacific 
Rallroad, who sought to énjoin the com- 
pany from paying the tax on the ground 
that {t was unconstitutional. 

Most of Justice White’s opinion was 
firected toward overruling the conten- 
tion that the income tax amendment tax 
provided a hitherto unknown power of 
taxation. Going far into the history of 
income tax legislation, the Chief Justice 
concluded the argument was without 


‘ gmerit. 


Other Points Answered. 

Advancing to other points, the Chief 
Justice held that the tax was not un- 
constitutional because it was retroactive. 

The argument that the law was un- 
constitutional because labor, agricultu. 
yal and horticultural organizations and 
such were exempt, the Chief Justice 
held, Was answered by decisions under 
the corporation tax law. He said the 
point was only another illustration of 
an erroneous assumption that the tax 
was imposed under a new power con- 
ferred upon the Government by the six- 
teenth amendment, whereas it was a 
power recognized to exist from the be- 
ginning of the Government and. thus 
decisions defining the taxing power pre- 
viously rendered were applicable to it. 

Then grouping a number of other con- 
tentions against the law, all based on 
the clause of the Constitution requiring 
uniformity in taxation, Chief Justice 
White pronounced the mall dacking in 
merit, because of previous decisions 
which determined that the clause ex- 
acted only a geographical! uniformity.

EL PASO, Jag. 4.—Bernardo and Fe- 
derico Duran, the Mexican cattle thieves, 
were executed yesterday by the Carran- 
za authorities for killing Bert Akers at 
San Lorenzo, a few miles below the in- 


ternational boundary, Friday. The exe- 
cution was at daylight in the cemetery 
at Juarez. 

Bernardo appealed for mercy on be- 
half of his brother, Federico. ‘‘It is un- 
just to kill two of us for one American,’’ 
he said. “It is giving two eyes for one 
tcoth, I am willing to die because i 
killed the Gringo, but my brother ought 
to be allowed to live.’’ 

The bullets of the firing squad killed 
Federico, but Bernardo was still con- 
scious after he fell, and the officers 
commanding the firing squad gave him 
the “mercy shot” through the head. 

The execution was attended by 50 
Americans, of whom a number. wére 
women. 

Bugles were sounding reveille, and 
dawn was just breaking when the pris- 
oners, bound and ready, appeared to 
take their place before the adobe wall, 
where hundreds have fallen since civil 
War began in Mexico nearly six years 
ago, 

As the prisoners faced the rifles of the 
firing squad, with eyes unbandaged, Ber- 


“Watch and see how Mexicans die. If 
i had a rifle some of you would _go with 
us.’’ 

There were no Mexicans present ex- 
cept the soldiers and officers in charge, 
Bernardo was 24 years old and Federico 
22. The latter gave a tintype picture of 
himself to a soldier to be sent to his 
Parents at Santa Rita, N. M. Bernardo 
gave his hat &s a present to a policeman 
who embraced both prisoners as they 
left for the execution ground.

Comerford, about to start down with 
the two older children, heard the fall 
and the cries of the child. He rtished to 


the bottom of the stairs and found Far- 
rar unconscious with the baby, also 
unconscious, clutched in his arms. It 
was not without some difficulty that 
Comerford disengaged the baby from 
Farrar’s arms. Piacing it on a couch, 
he returned to Farrar. A moment iater, 
when he went back to the baby. it was 
dead. 

_ Comerford called a doctor and. Farrar 
was revived. He was found to have a 
scalp wound and a wrenched shoulder 
and there were indications of internal 
injuries. 

Mrs. Comerford was summoned from 
the church, near by. She was prostrated 
by the shock and has been under te 
care of a physician. 

Farrar was so greatly distressed by 
the accident that he with difficulty tes- 
tifled at the inquest.

1. The right to exist, with the recognition of 


this right for all nations. 

2: The right to independence for free develop- 
ment, uncontrolled by any other nation, pro- 
vided it concedes tKis right to all other nations. 

3. The right of equality under law among all 
nations. . 

4. The right to its defined territory and to invi- 
olable sovereignty with its boundaries. 

5. Respect for the equal rights of all nations 
under international law. 

The fate of small nations, not only in the past, 
but in the present supposedly high tide of civill- 
zation and the causes of war, friction and arma- 
ments demonstrate the need of a declaration and, 
an acknowledgment of national rights under inter- 
national law. - : 

Can the leading nations be induced to subscribe 
and conform to such a declaration? 

Who can say what will be the mind of the peo- 
ples of the nations when the present destructive 
war madness is over? 

The republics of this hemisphere recognize the 
declaration of individual rights and wil] doubtless, 


| in principle and from considerations of self-in- 


ferest, adopt the statement as a controlling prin- 
ciple of international law and relations, Europe 
may come to it in the devastation wrought by 
disregard of national rights. 

The adoption of it by the nations of America is 
in itself a long step toward the essentia! foun- 
dation of permanent peace and world order.

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“Production of pig iron in St, Louis, interrupted 
since the company controlling the old blast fur- 


the Mississippi River. 

The old furnace property in Carondelet, which 
was a survival of a much larger iron industry 
of a former generation, has been purchased by 
the company and when overhauled and repaired 
the plant will have a capacity of from 600 to 
600 tons of ore a day. As this was about the 
capacity of the old plant, it is to be assumed that 
the $5,000,000 capital of the new company looks 
to much larger operations in the future. 

The importance of the enterprise to Missouri 
will be appraised in part from the extent to 
which it supplies for Missouri ores that local 
market which for many months has been cut off. 

While this State has no iron deposits compar- 
able in extent or ease of approach to those of 
the north, there are here and there within its 
limits deposits of considerable value which have 
been mined from time to time on a small scale. 

With a nearby market for al) that could be 
profitably produced, these mining operations 
would increase and become an important source 
of State wealth. For some time past ore produc- 
tion in Missouri has been confined to the needs 
of charcoal furnaces of limited capacity. 

But, of course, a larger phase of the new en- 
terprise’s possibilities is found in its-supply of 
St. Louis needs in pig iron. / 

The use of various forms of iron and steel in 
the metal working plants on both sides of the 
river requires a consumption of. approximately 
1000 tons of basic iron a day in ‘the entire St. 
Louis industrial district. All those processes for 
which pig iron is the raw material should be sup- 
plied from St. Louis’ own production. 

With an abundance of cheap coke from the new 
byproduct gas plant in South St. Louls the iron 
industry will have advantages such as it never 
had even in the most prosperous days of the past. 

Indeed, the promoters of the new company will 
have calculated wisely if, surveying general com- 
petitive conditions, they have looked beyond even 
our own large iocal needs and planned for a 
greater industry in which full. utilization will 
be made of low-cost river transportation and for 
an output of wide distribution in the Mississippi 
Valley. 


CHILD LABOR DAY. 
One of the movements to be furthered by Child 


iLabor Day‘is the stimulation of public opinion in 


support of the Keating~Owen bill, now before Con- 
gress, to prohibit interstate commerce in products 
manufactured by child labor, particularly the 
shipments of the product of mines and quarries 
employing children under 16, and of products of 
factories, workshops or canneries in which chil- 
dren under 14 are employed. 

Much progress has been made during the past 
12 months in legislation against child labor. 
Twenty states passed laws prohibiting it, and only 
five states defeated attempts to imprové anti- 
child labor laws. 

Wonderful progress has been made in the past 
15 years in reducing the pitiful host of children 
deprived of their childhood and doomed to com- 
pete with men in daily labor. But there are still 
a million of these little drudges—a million too 
many. 


St. Louis was not alone in showing sharp re- 
ductions in fire losges during 1915.

**I wish I could foresee all the perils which threat- 
en this country. If I could see them, I might believe 
in arming against them more than I do. As it is, I 
cannot see how we are te be disturbed. I can casily 
see how we might arm ourselves and get into trouble 
with big armed nations which do not resent us now, 
but I can’t see the things which alarm politicians who 
would like to have the people put them im office. It 
looks to me as if most of the people following Mr. 
Roosevelt and his kind had been deceived. To my 
mind there is no such danger to the country as they 
seem to foresee. It looks to me as if they had Uncle 
Sam fighting imaginary enemies. I like to contem- 
plate that spectacle for my soul’s growth—Uncie Sam 
desperately fighting the thin air on both coasts and 
arming against the thin air from Boston to Frisco. 


Tt is a very curious situation, and somehow I can’t

Salmon; mix with mayonnaise, make 
cups of small blanched leaves of lettuce;

Keep on ice until sérved. Other fish 
may be prepared in the same way. 


Banbury Tarte—Take 1 cup of rais- 
ins, 1 egg, 1 cup of sugar, 1 cracker, 
juice and grated rind of 1 lemon. Stone 
and chop raisins, add sugar, egg slight- 
ly beaten, cracker finely rolled, and 
lemon juice and rind. Roll pastry % 
inch thick, and cut pieces 3% inches 
long by 3 inches wide. Put 2 teaspoons 
of mixture on each. Moisten edge with 
cold water halfway round, fold over, 
press edges together with 3 tined forks, 
first dipped in flour. Bake 2% minutes 
in slow oven.

then cut them up, add a very little sugar 
and set away to cool. Serve with 
whipped cream.

Fish That Travel on Land. 


HAT certain species of fish are able 
actually to flop over the land is 

the remarkable discovery of a 
Johns Hopkins professor, according to 
the February Popular Science Monthly. 

In the course of his Investigations the 
rrofessor noticed that such fish as min- 
nows are often found in the little tem- 
porary pools that are left in the sand hy 
the retreating tide. If the minnows are 
so unwary as to be caught when the en- 
trance is biocked, they actually leave 
the water and flop over the sand to the 
cea. The professor has often seen scores 
and score’ of these fish leave large pools 
and travel over sand bars more than 12 
feet wide and half a foot high.

STOCKS REFLECT 
BEARISH TREND 


Opening Is Steady, but Selling 
Wave Follows—London 
List Easier.

NEW YORK, Jan. %—The Evening

“Professional traders exerted preseure 
against the stock market to good effect 
today. Accompanying their selling or- 
eo with a number of direful predic- 

tions regarding the future, they forced 
the list down 1 to 2 points on the ma- 
. | jority of speculative stocks, and more 
than t on particular issues. 

“Railroad stocks that were inactive all 
of last week assumed a more prominent 
part in the trading at the expense of 
their prices; they declin ed as much as 
the average list of industrials declined. 
Outside interest in the market, on the 
buying side, was restricted, which gave 
“pportunity for the bear traders to in- 
crease their advantage. This they did 
by actively discussing the iabor situa- 
tion on American railroads, by pointing 
to the foreign liquidation that goes on 
in this market, and by saying that to- 
morrow, when directors of the United 
States Steel Corporation meet, they will 
vmit again the laration uf a dividend 
on the common stock. 


Market Is Lower. 

“The combined effect of all this was to 
create an uncertain feeling and to per- 
mit bearish initiative to rule in the 
day’s market. There were occasions 
when prices rallied, and when the ex- 
pression of discouraging views was 
countered by others. But on the whole 
the day was one of declining prices, 
with a moderate recovery in the closing 
hour of business. 

“Chiefly talked about among the stock 
market factors was the effect of the 
continued liquidation of American bonds 
and stocks from. abroad.”’ 

The Steel Dividend. 

“Considerate thought was given to the 
prospect of dividend changes during the 
coming week. Directors of the Steel 
Corporation will meet tomorrow for div- 
idend action; directors of the St. Paul 
Railroad will meet on Wednesday, and 
directors of the Goodrich Co. will meet 
on Thursday. 

“In the steel directors’ meeting great- 
est interest was shown, but Wall street 
had no source of definite information 
regarding what would be done, and 
could only venture to guess that, in 
view of high-record earnings, there 
would be a resumption of the common 
dividend that was omitted a year ago, 
and had been omitted every quarter 
since. 

‘A downward reaction in foreign ex- 
change rates made it manifest that re- 
mittance against stocks, sent here from 
abroad, were not overcoming entirely 
in their larger influence the country’s 
export trade. There was no movement 
in exchange rates that called for par- 
ticular comment, the tone was easy and 
rates on Paris and Berlin, as well as 
on London, were lower.’"’ 

Lendon Selling Stocks. 

‘‘In the interval between Saturday's 
closing of the Stock Exchange and this 
morning's opening, securities sold from 
England were brought to New York on 
two Atlantic liners. They were deliv- 
ered in Wall street this morning. As on 
former occasions when bonds and stocks 
were brought from abroad, various es- 
timates were made concerning the value 
of-the latest arrivals; they ranged from 
$25,900,000 to $50,000,000. 

‘‘Representing deliveries against sales 
aiready made, these securities were not 
offered on the market. At the same 
time, they had a distinctly depressing 
effect on prices, and for a time brought 
about outright weakness. 

‘Boiling down the extreme estimates 

that have been made of security arriv- 
als from abroad since the opening of the 
month, and conforming them to the astt- 
mates of conservative observers, it be« 
comes pretty well established that the 
aggregate for January thus far is in ex- 
cess of $100,000,000. What proportion 
railroad shares have contributed is dif- 
ficult to estimate; that their contribution 
has been substantial is agreed. The pro- 
portion of the Cymric and New York 
cargoes ‘was substantial enough to bring 
about declines of half a point to a point 
on the market in the first aalf hour of 
trading this morning. 
“Yet when the movement of railway 
stocks for the elapsed part of January 
is taken into account, it is seen that list 
has withstood the gee: selling In a 
manner that might well occasion sur- 
prise.
